FUNERAL AMONG THE NATIVES. 


On W ednesday the 11th o f thU tiionth, the obsequies 
o f Betsy M cK inzie, oldest daughter o f old M a m a ^ w ere 
performed on the Island, at present occupied by the 
retainers o f that on ce w ealthy and respectable fam ily. 
T h is Island, in the days in w hich the unholy traffic in 
- slaves w as carried on here, w as the entrepot o f the sur­ 
rounding country, and becam e the residence o f the R ich. 
Since the H ydra has been dislodged, and driven from 
this section o f the country, it has been converted into 
a cem etery. 
K now ing the dignity o f the fam ily o f 
which the deceased w as a m em ber, w e concluded the 
pom p, (or rather the m um m ery,) w ould be correspon­ 
dent, and therefore at the tim e appointed, repaired to 
the scene. 
Arriving there, the first object w hich struck 
our vision, w as one from w hich our civilized sensibili­ 
ties recoiled :— the body w as in a coffin considerably 
too m uch contracted in dim ensions, to adm it the top to 
go down to its proper place. 
Our readers can fancy 
the only m ethod by w hich it could be attached to the 
sides ; and that m ethod w as eventually resorted to.—■ 
T h e grave w as dug in a house, w hich w as covered 
w ith thatch, and enclosed on the sides w ith m ats ; on 
w hich, the corpse w as placed on an elevation , raised 
by the earth from the excavation. 
Shortly after our 
arrival, the cerem ony com m enced ; the dancers w ere 
in one group, and mourners in another. 
T h e former 
performed their part by m arching in regular procession, 
through the tow n , displaying and firing m uskets ; m ak­ 
ing a circuit each lim e, o f the house containing the 
body, and dancing, or rather dodging to the m ost in­ 
harm onious sounds, to w hich the term m usic w as ever 
prostituted ; at the sam e tim e Writhing their w h ole 
fram es into every contortion and gesticulation, o f which 
they w ere capable. 
T h e dancing procession, consisted 
o f very ancient w om en ; and am ong the latter, w as one 
over w h om , in our opinion, a liundred rainy seasons 
have baw led their thunder, w ho displayed a d egree o f 
anim ation and muscular vigour, that w as truly astonish­ 
ing. 
W e w ere alm ost led to conclude that the old 
matron had discovered the P hilosopher’s ston e, that 
the A lchym ists so anxiously, but vainly sought. 
N ear a house, in front o f that containing the corpse. 
Far G ay, (noted for juggling abibilties) w as subm itting 
a number o f w om en to trial on the follow ing cerem o n y ; 
each w om an w as provided with a sm all stone or peb b le, 
and into a sm all brass kettle placed in the m idst, each 
w as separately m ade to throw her peb b le, pronouncing 
in the act, this invocation. 
“ If I kill this w o m a n ,(a l­ 
luding to the d eceased) God must kill m e just as I throw 
this stone into this k ettle.” 
T h is cerem ony has refer­ 
en ce to a b elief existing in all the African tribes along 
this part o f the coast, that no rich person d ies by the 
visitation oi G od ; thetr death is alw ays the result o f the 
evil m achinations of their dom estics, political rivals, or 
other interested persons. 
T h is being dune, the pebbles 
w ere, w ith all due form , placed in the head o f the c o f­ 
fin. 
T h e deceased w as then harangued, but w hat the 
orator said, not understanding the language, w e w’ere 
unable to com prehend. W e w ere, h ow ever, afterwards 
told he exerted her to take vengeance on her murderers. 
Every em phatical word o f the orator w as responded by 
a stroke on the breast o f the deceased (th e lid o f the 
'■ fiiii being oir,) with a stick ,w h ich , w hen the harangue 
w as over, w as placed in the cotfin. 
A razor w as next 
brought, and placed betw een the clothes that enveloped 
the Lady ; with w hich w e w ere told, she w ould inflict 
death on the one that w itched her. 
.After this, a sheep 
was im m olated, and held w hile bleeding, alternately 
over the grave and the body, until both w ere pretty 
w ell stained. 
P ow der w as next put in requisition, and 
ignited on the body. 
T h e culogim n w as then pronoun­ 
ced , in recitative, w hich gradually m elted into a tolera­ 
bly solem n dirge. 
T h e perform er occupied so 
m uch 
tun e, that others w ho w ere anxious to participate in the 
honor o f ofliciutiug becam e w eary, and m anifested coii- 
siderable im patienco ; a deep g row l, h ow ever, from Far 
<iay, brought the orator to a close. 
Far G ay iiiiniedi- 
ately com m enced, and occupied the rem ainder o f the 
tim e allotted to this part o f the cereinouy. 
On being inform ed that the body w ould not be d e­ 
posited, until the rice for the d eceased ’s dinner w as 
ready, w e stepped to the house o f m ourning. 
T h ere 
w e saw a dozen w om en , ranged 
in 
colum ns on the 
giuund, pouring forth the m ost 
bitter lam entations, 
writhing and tw isting the m uscles o f their fa ces, with 
evident labor, ii possible, to discom pose their lacliry- 
niaries, and cause an egress o f “ ey e w a ter.” 
T h is 
scen e afforded us the m ost conclusive evid en ce oi the 
diilerence betw een mourning and grieving ; 
old M ama 
w ept without any ditliculty ; 
her tears w ere the over­ 
flow ing o f a heart big with g r ie f; 
those o f the others, 
w ere the result o f the contrivance o f m ercenaries pro­ 
cured for the occasion, or o f dom estics w h o endeavor­ 
ed to please the m istress, by thus expressing their at­ 
tachm ent to the daughter ; but w h o, no doubt, w ept as 
m any on such occasions, in other, and civilized sections 
o f the earth w eep , that their m asters have just d ied.— • 
Rieu being ready, w e w ere notified that the deposit w as 
about to be m ade, and repaired to the spot. 
A bow l o f 
rice saturated with palm -oil and neatly served up was 
placed ill the head o f the cotfin : 
the top w as then put 
«11 and the w hole low ered 
in 
the grave. 
Four men 
jum ped on it, w ho w ith those on the outside, com m enc­ 
ed throwing on the earth with their hands, and iti a few 
niinutes the excavation w as com pletely filled up. 
.As 
soon as the earth w as placed on the sp ot, the dancing 
tribe was called in ; 
and they perform ed tlieir part by 
dancing to the m usic, follow ing each olher in u circle, 
and crossing the grave about m idw ay. 
T h is m ode o f 
dancing w as soon abandoned, and u resort had to anoth­ 
er, unusual, at lea.st, in the civilized w otld, w hich Avas 
by kneeling and accom panying the discordant beat o f 
the drum, by regular and tvell-tim ed pulsations o f the 
J'iinds, on the ground, until the p lace that covered the 
new ly deposited tenant, sh ow ed no indications o f having 
^eeii lately disturbed. 
F ive or six m uskets heavily charged, w ere then fired 


and w hich Far G ay endeavoured to persuade us, would 
inevitably catch the person ih.at w itched the d eceased . 
It is really to bo laimnitcd that these poor deluded 
people are so ignorant, as to be ihiis im posed upon. 
I'hat the great m ass o f them believe this string po-ssess- 
C9 a charm , w e have no d o u b t; con sequ en tly, w hoever 
should be accused by the headm en, o f the death o f this 
w om an, will by general consent be foimd guilty. 
In 
such cases, evidence is never thought o f ; sim ple accu­ 
sation, by any one, is conclusive evidence ; and that 
som e one will be accused before three m onths have 
rolled aw a y , w e have no doubt; and w o be to tin* per­ 
son, if he should not be able to purcliaso a com m uta­ 
tion o f p u n ish m ent; perpetual slavery will be the in ev­ 
itable consequence. 
T hus the artful and designing 
headm en keep the people in ignorance, that they may 
m ore easily dupe them .
